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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant contends, "As recited in claim 1. 
both the first final value and the second final value are determined from the first transmitted sequence. Applicant submits that since the 
alleged second final vaue of Masao is formed from the RD signal rather than the set data (alleged first transmitted sequence), Masao fails 
to teach or suggest the claimed second final value." The examiner disagrees and would like to point out that Masao teaches that a 
transmission signal SD is inputted to an up-down counter UDCNT to count the difference of the transmitted number of "1"s and "0"s of the 
transmission data. An MPX selects outputs CKO-CKm of the UDCNT and the set information CKO-CKm is transmitted to the receiving side. 
A receiving data RD at the receiving side is inputted to an SFT2, the RD signal is counted at the UDCNT and when the final data is 
received, the coincidence is checked at a comparison circuit CMP (abstract, Masao). Thus Masao teaches the claimed second final value, 
independent claims 11,13 and 15 contain features that are analogous to the features discussed above in regard to claim 1 Thus above 
arguments for claim 1 are also applicable to claims 11,13 and 15. 
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
